Meetings of the local sections of 
the Society at Edmonton and Fort 
Saskatchewan will be held at Kémon- 
ton on June 28th, and at the Fort on 
June 22nd, The object is to decide 
what the society wiil do in this dis- 
trict to carry out the objects of the 
organization—what kind of buildings 
the society will erect, a mill or an 
elevator, }

RAINFALL HAS 
BEEN ABUNDANT 


In Southern Alberta, Says Mem- 
ber For High River 


Mr. A. J. Robertson, member for 
High River in the Alberta legislature 
and the leader of the opposition, was 
in the city last evening. Mr. Robert- 
son spoke enthusiastically of the 
crops in the south. The rainfall has 
been good. ‘In fact,’”’ said Mr. Rob- 
ertson, ‘You will be surprised when 
I tell you that the rainfall per year 
from Calgary south is generally an 
inch more per year than in the Ed- 
monton district. The meteorological 
records bear out this statement.” 

Mr. Robertson says that this spring 
thousands of bob-cats or a species of 
lynx have come down from the 
mountains in the south, and spread 
over the plains and foothills. No 
reason for their coming can be given. 
The farmers and ranchers are shoot- 
ing them by the hundreds. They for- 
tunately are doing no Camage among 
the sheep or cattle. 

Mr. Robertson says that he has no 
fear of a return of any extended pe- 
riod of drought in the south. He 
thinks such talk is merely the tactics 
of the cattlemen to discourage home- 
steading and settlement.

NO OTHER TERMINAL. 


G. T. P. Chief Engineer Denies Rum- 


ors to That Effect. 
J. H. Bacon, chief engineer of the 
G. T. P. railway company, having 


charge of the harbor survey of Prince 
Rupert, recently stated at Vancouver 
that the G, T, P. railway had never 
for a moment considered any other lo- 
cation than Prince Rupert for their 
terminus. They had already expende 
over $200,000 on the harbor surveys 
and harbor improvements and this 
work was being actively carried on, 

“The rumor that there was a proba- 
bility that Kitamuat was to be the 
ultimate termination of the G.T.P. cn 
the coast arose from a combination of 
circumstances,” remarked Mr. Bacon, 
“T had to supply employment for six 
or seven heads of survey parties from 
the prairie districts during the winter, 
and this gave me a large force of men, 
About the time they were able to re- 
turn to their work in the interior, | 
had to discharge a lot of men who 
were locally employed as their help- 
ers, and just then the company began 
work on their subsidiary branch ter- 
minus at Kitamaat, which was @eces- 
sary according to the terms of the con. 
tract with the provincial government, 
which ealls for so much mileage in 
order to receive the subsidy, That is 
all there is in that.” 

This branch line will be of great 
importance, as it will tap a very fer- 
tile valley, and will prove a valuable 
addition to the G.T.P. and property 
owners have used every means to 
boom the price of land at Kitamaat, 
where the terminus of the branch 
will be located,

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WAS KILLED IN 
DRUNKEN ROW 


Tragedy At Stratford.--English- 
man's Neck Broken By Blow 
On Side of Head 


Stratford, Ont., June 17—Hen 
Lockey is in jail here, charged with 
murder as a result of an altercation 
Saturday night with Noah Hill. Loc- 
key and Hill had been drinking more 
or less Saturday and had a quarrel 
at one of the city hotels and were 
turned out. They decided to settle 
he quarrel by fighting it out with fists 
“for points,” as is alleged by Lockey, 
the winner of the most points, to buy 
beer. The men first determined to 
fight on the hay market but as this 
was too public the rear of the skating 
rink was decided on. Repairing there 
and divésting themselves of superflu- 
ous ‘¢lothing and shaking hands, the | 
contest commenced, Hill, the taller 
man, got in a blow on Lockey’s chest. 
The latter retaliated with a blow on 
Hill’s right jaw, breaking his neck. 
Lockey claims Hill stumbled and fell 
and that the blow he received was 
but trifling. Prominent medical men 
say that while this is hardly possible 
it might be the cause of his death. 

Coroner Devlin was soon on the 
scene and also Dr. Rankin. Hill was 
found to be dead and death was de- 
termined to have been almost in- 
stantaneous, the neck being broken. | 
Coroner Devlin decided upon an in- 
quest. All parties to the unfortunate 
afiair are Englishmen recently out 
from the old land. Hill was about 
45 and leaves a wife and several child- 
ren. Lockey is aiso married and has 
a family.

OYSTER CROP 
WILL BE SMALL 


Prince Edward Island Béds Are 
Badly Repleted and Close 
Season Extended 


Winnipeg, Man., June 17.—Colonel 
Markham, of Victoria, is here from 
Prince Edward Island, where he spent 
last week in endeavoring to secure a 
carload of oysters for his new enter- 
prise at Esquimalt. He found that 
owing to the rapid depletion of the 
Prince Edward Island oyster beds, the 
government had extended the close 
season prohibiting fishing from April 
Ist to October Ist, instead of from 
May Ist to Sepiember Ist as formerly. 
On this account there will be very 
few oysters from the Island this year. 
Previous to April Ist, nothing could 
be done because of the presence of 
ice. After October Ist the weather 
will be too stormy for any extensive 
work. Col. Markham met several of 
the larger shippers, ‘had conversations 
with Mr. Kemp, the govenment. ex- 
pert, and enjoyed the trip immensely. 
In the western end of the island he 
came across some curios, One was a 
bar of iron about a yard long covered 
with oysters, another a lady's shoe, 
in which two of the bivalves had 
found resting places, and a third a 
piece of metal heavily encrusted. He 
is taking three and a half million 
oysters back for planting around Van- 
couver Island.

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VISCOUNT AOKI 
TO BE RECALLED 


As Japanese Ambassador At 
Washingion According To 
Tokio Paper 


Washington, June = 17,— United 
States state department officials and 
members of the diplomatic corps were 
much interested to-day in the state- 
ment in a Tokio newspaper, ‘The 
Hochi,” that the Japanese govern. 
ment would probably recall Viscount 
Aoki, the Japanese ambassador, and 


is considering the appointment of 
Baron Kaneko as his successor. Offi- 
cials of the Japanese embassy say 


that the progressive party has taken 
the San Francisco disturbance as a 
pretext in an effort to bring about. the 
downfall of Viscount Aoki, and it is 
asserted here that Marquis Ito has 
been inimical to Viscount Aoki, the 
hews would not be first announced 
to the world through the columns of 
“The Hochi,” and: “That ambassador 
Aoki does not attach any credence to 
the report.” 

Since his visit to the United States 
when the peace ‘conference was being 
conducted at Portsmouth, Baron Kan- 
eko,. it is said, at the embassy, has 
had a great ambition to represent Ja- 
pan as the ambasador at Washing- 
ton. He was graduated from Harvard 
university and he enjoys President 
Roosevelt's friendship. Baron Kan 
eko is not a member of the anti-ad- 
ministration party. He is a member 
of the privy council and a loyal eup- 
perter of the Saonji ministry, and his 
appointment as ambassador to the 
United States, it is said, would not 
be considered as a concession to the 
progressives or to the anti-adminstra- 
tion forces. 

The recall of Ambassador Aoki, it 
is believed here, will be in the na- 
ture of concession to the Marquis Ito 
and other Japanese statesmen who 
have strongly criticized the adminis- 
tration of diplomatic affairs in the 
United States by Viscount Aoki, Vis- 
count. Aoki has been strongly opposed 
by the Japanese of the Pacific coast, 
Ototaka Yomaoka, the personal re. 
presentative of Count Okuma, who 
visited Seattle several weeks ago and 
returned to Tokio with the report of 
Messrs, Takahashi and Noda, the spe- 
cial envoys who were sent to Wash- 
ington to negotiate with the Japanese 
embassy, has had several interviews 
with Foreign Minister Hayashi and 
the elder statesmen regarding condi- 
tions in the United States. Acecord- 
ing to cable advices received here, 
Yomaoka has charged Ambassador 
Aoki with misrepresenting conditions 
to his home government, and has sub 
mitted to the Japanese government 
what purports to be a statement made 
by Assistant Secretary of State Bacon 
and Secretary of Commerce and La- 
bor Strauss, to Messrs. Takahashi and 
Noda, in which they asserted that 
Viscount Aoki agreed to the exclusion 
clause in the immigration bill. 

At the Japanese embassy Secretary 
Hanahira said to-day: ‘Ambassador 
Aoki does not care to dignify the 
stories emanating from his political 
even with a denial, The 
progressive party in Japan have tak- 
en the San Francisco disturbances as 
the pretext to stir up agitation in 
Japan, which is directed at the pres- 
ent minister, and they, no doubt, 
would be glad to see Viscount Aoki 
recalled.

day: “Speaking of the careers of the 
two men, Aoki was educated in Brit- 
ain, Kanako in Harvard. Aoki was 
for a long time minister of foreign 
fai Kanako for a short time was 
minister of justice and commerce and 
agriculture. Aoki is identified as a 
long-standing diplomat, while Kan- 
ako has not had so much experience 
in diplomatic service. Aoki does not 
speak much. Kanako is a great talk- 
er and writer. Aoki is known as a 
Conservative and Kanako as an ag:

THREE BODIES RECOVERED. 


Of Midshipmen Drowned in Minnesota 
Launch a Week Ago. 


Newport News, Va., June 17—The 
dead bodies of Midshipmen 
Fields, Virginia, class of 1906, W. H. 
Stevenson, North Carolina, class of 
1906, and F, P, Holcomb, of Delaware, 
class of 1907, were found in Chesa- 
peak Bay today, They were clothed 
in full uniform and their faces and 


hands wer much mutilated, After be- | 


ing examined and identtied they were 
taken to the naval hospital at Ports- 
mouth, 

The bodies of four of the eleven men 
drowned in the Minnesota launch a 
week ago today, have now been found, 
The one discovered in the launch was 
that of a fireman, G. W. Westfall, The

SAND LIME BRICK 


Something About a New Building Material 


Coming Into Use in Western Canada 


A new building product, which has 
made in America for only the 
past five years, ;}and has attracted 
universal interest by the quick man- 
ner in which it hos won favor with 
the contractor, builder and property: 
owner. Sand-lime brick are produced 
by the chemical action of high grade 
of lime and pure sand under a high 
steam pressure. } 

As is well known pure sand is the 
oxide of silicon, and silica, when 

ght in’ contact with hydr@ted 
lime (calcium hydrate) and water un. 
der influence of a high temperature, 
produces a silicate of calcium. This 
compound, like ail other silicates, is 
a very hard substance, difficult to 
fuse, and unacted on by acids. It 
also possesses a great crushing re- 
sistance, This product resembles In- 
diana sandstone, and, to a certain 
extent, is a repreduction of Nature's 
process. It is different from natural 
stone, however, in ‘that the chemical 
action is uniform throughout, con- 
sequently, there are no seams or lami- 
nations. 

Sand-lime bricks are not, as is gen- 
erally supposed mortar — bricks, « as 
mortar depends upon the carbonat- 
ing of calcium for its strength, where- 
as sand-lime brick is strictly the 
silicate. A silicate is not subject 
to deterioration, whereas the carbon- 
ate is, and yet mortar bricks one 
hundred years old have been found 
to be harder than sandstone. 

. Their History. 

The first experiment in making 
bricks from sand and lime appear to 
have deen und oacen botedam 
about 21 years ago. They were sug 
gested by the fact that Potsiam, like 
many other places in Central Ger- 
many, is surrounded by a wide, san- 
dy plain, which furnishes neither 
clay ior brick, nor stone for building 
purposes. These calcareous bricks 
were first hurdened by exposure tc 
the air, a tedious process that re- 
quired several months, although the 
bricks hardened in that way seem to 
have stood all the teste and contin- 
ued to harden with increasing age. 

About 1880 the discovery was made 
that the freshly pressed bricks of 
sand and lime could hardened in a 
few hours by heat and pressure .of 
steam, and from that date the manu- 
facture developed into an industry 
which reached its maturity in Ger- 
many five og six years ago. Plants 


ed in that country, and the industr 
has gradually extended | throughout 
the continent and Great Britain. 
Beginning of Industry in America. 
The industry was introduced in the 
United States by Mr. F. Ohlemacher, 
who had been in the lime business for 


36 years. In 1900 he and his son 
went to Europe to investigate the 
sand-lime brick business. Mr. A. 
Ohlemacher. worked .in the Buden- 
heim factory for a year to learn 
about the industry. He returned 


home in 1901 and built the first’ fac- 
tory in America at Michigan City, 
Indiana. 

About the. same time a plant was 
erected at Wilmington, N. C. The 
success of these plants led to the 
erection of many others, and today 
there are 120 factories in active oper- 
ation in the United States and Can- 
ada, and as many more are building 
or about to built 
_ Sand-lime bricks have been sub- 
jected to every use where clay build- 
ing bricks hav: been tried, and in 
every instance, they have been found 
equal, and in many cases superior to 
clay bricks. Along the canais in 
Holland where clay Liicks were laid 
in the embankments, the erosion of 
the water and the continuous freez- 
ing and thawing rendered the clay 
tricks perishable. Sand-lime bricks 
are now being used instead, and they 
are withstanding these conditions 
with no deterioration whatever, Sand- 
lime bricks are preierable to other 
bricks for sewer work, because they 
do not disintegrate and are absolute- 
ly reliable. The United States Gov- 
ernment has specified them for their 
use in the War and Postoffice De- 
partments, They are going into 
public libraries, churches, handsome 
residences and large business opera- 
tions. So many orders of great magni- 
tude are now placed with the factories 
that it is apparent that the bricks are 
being favorably received at all points 
where they are manufactured, 

The manufacture of  sand-lime 
brick is an industry that is receiv- 
ing an impetus in Western Canada 
where there is an abundance of sand 
and coal. The lime necessary is such 
a small constituent of the brick that 
though it has to be transported a 
long distance it will not appreciably 
enhance to the cost of manufacture. 

Sand-lime bricks have a superiority 
over any clay prick in that there is 
no alkali in them and consequently 
they will retain their color in the 
wall and will not be disfigured by 
the exudation of foreign material in 


the clay forming a whitish coating as | ¥8!e* 


is so oiten seen in brick buildings in 
this country, 
Process of Manufacture. 

The sand used in the making of 
the brick is dried in a cylinder by 
a hot air blast, after which it is 
screened and elevated. Here the lime 
is ground and thoroughly mixed with 
the sand in the correct proportions 
required. The lime is unslacked and 
the mixture is made dry. 

Water at a high temperature is ad 
ded, forming a calcium silicate. The 
plastic silicate is then put through 
the press and the bricks are stored in 


an immense cylinder, 60 feet long 
and seven feet in diameter. Inte 
this cylinder steam is injected for 


twelve hours at a pressure of 125 
pounds to the square inch until the 
chemical union is complete. The 
whole process only occupies 24 hours 
when the brick are :eady for use. 
The essential enaracteristics of the

following propertics; Improves 
with age, great ciushing strength,

Acid Test. 

Samples ex: to moist atmos: 
phere of sulphuric, nitrous and car- 
bonie acids for a period of twelve 
days, each sample washed daily so as 
to resemble the condition of the moist 
atmosphere in chemical works whore 
brick wouli be subject to alternate 
dry and wet periods, no affect cn 
sand-lime brick from this test. 

The same test as above was made 
with sulpnurated hydrogen, and pro- 
duced no effect on sand-lime brick. 

The same experiment was made by 
using five per cent., ten per cent. 
and 60 ner cent. of sulphuric and ni- 
tric acids with no affect on sand 
lime brick in the five and ten per 
cent. and stiy slivny attack on the | 
50 per cent, solution, 

Conclusion, from these experiments 
that sand-lime brick has great pow- } 
er for resisting the action of strong 
acids and ne atmospl erie conditions 
are likely ic corrode or disintegrate 
sand-lime brick. 

Samplis were separately immersed 
in solution .t one pe cent. and two 
per cent, :! sulphuric, hydrochloric 
and_ nitric ecids with no effect on 
sand-lime brick after being immersed 
for eight hours. 

Tests of Fusibility. 

The following test was made at the 
School of Practical Science last year 
in Toronto: 

The brick was one made of lime 
and sand. A piece of brick obout 
IxIxl was placed in the meiting hole 
of the electric furnace and the tem: 
perature gradually raised. 

First, at ubout 2,980 degrees Fahr- 
enheit, the brick bogan to fuse slight- 
ly on the edges, at 3,862 degrees F’., 
it was completely fused. 

Second, 2 fresh piece was put in 
and the tetnperature of fusion noted 
twice—3,100 degrees, F 

Third, at 3,800 degrees F., the 
brick volatilized. 

Fourth, cooled the furnace and put 
in a fresh piece of brick; then raised 
the temperature again. The brick 
began to fuse at 3,200 degrees, F. 

The brick was able to withstand a 
temperature up to 2,900 degrees, but 
above this temperature the brick 
puffed up slightly, and fused at 3,100 
degrees, F. Temperature at which 
various materials of construction 
melt, as given by “Chemiker Kalen- 
der” are: Cast iron, 1,900 degrees, 
F.; wrought iron, 2,700 io 2,900 de- 
grees; F.; steel, 2,350 to 2,500 de- 
grees, F 


Corrosive Test. 

Sand-lime brick was exposed to the 
corrosive action. of the moist atmos- 
phere containing sulphuric, nitric 
and carbonic acids for a period of 
sixteen days and washed with clean 
water daily without any effect on 


iod of four months without any ef- 
fect, 
Firc-resisting Properties. 

Wherever sand-lime brick have 
been used in the construction’ of} 
buildings, either alone or in combin 
ation with clay brick of various kinds 
the sand-lime brick have stood up 
very much better when such buildings 
have taken iire, than have other brick 
made of different maverials. A_ ref- 
erence to tne various technical jour- 
nals will show where fires have tak- 
en place recertly and give the results 
which are very favorable to sand- 
lime brick, showing that they have 
splendid fire-resisting qualities. 
Likewise, in Europe, where ‘special 
tests have been made in this diree- | 
tion, sand-lime brick have shown up 
splendidly, thus proving that it is 
safer to build a house of sand-lime 
brick than oi any other brick as there 
is less liability of the walls falling it 
fire breaks out, 


Frost-resisting Qualities. 

By this is practically meant the 
wearing qualities of brick when ex- 
posed to the action of the elements. 
Many examples of buildings and. oth- 
er structures erected with sand-lime 
brick are in existence, but the ear- 
liest specimen is a wall located at 
Mobile, Ala., which was built in 1858. 
It is a wall surroundng the Moble & 
Ohio depot at that point and is still 
in as good a state of preservation as 
when tirst erected. Freezing tests 
have been applied to commercial 
samples particularly by Professor Ira 
Woolson of Columbia University. The 
bricks so tested are saturated with 
and then subjected to artiti- 


cial freezing and rapidly frozen. 
| They are then removed from the 
freezing mixture and immediately 
plunged into warm water. When 
they are thawed, they are reintho- 
| duced to the freezing mixture. This 
| was repeated as many as twenty 
| times. These bricks, after being 
dried, were tested as to crushing 


strength and compared with control 
brick, that 1s, bricks which were 
made at the same time and of the 
same material and which were atl | 
frozen. 

“In every case, except when the) 
brick contained considerable quanti- 
ties of clay, there was no falling-off 
in the crushing strength. From the 
fforegoing it is evident, that if prop 
erly manufactured, sand-ime brick is
